BOWIE, Md., November 19. — An ordinary pro- 
erum was the offering at tlie Bowie truck to<lQ.v, 
but 08 the fields were evenly balanced, good sport 
was enjoyed by tile usual daily tlirong of race 
lovers. The fifth race, the Old Dominion Purse, 
liad the most pretentious entries, but withdrawals 
redueed tlie field to four starters. War Cry was 
returned the winner, but scored a lucky victory. 
C. H. Miller hud the moaiit on the son of Sunstar 
and he stole up on the outside while his opponents 
overlooked him entirely. Before they were aware 
of it War Cry was on even terms with the otliers 
and the colt, gamely responding to punishment, out- 
lasted Clean Done in a terrific closing drive. Clean 
(lone soon raced Pastoral Swain into defeat and 
looked a winner, but Komanelli was cauglit napping 
and lost the decision by the smallest of margins. 
Wood Violet was a victim of a poor ride, but nosed 
Pastoral Swain out of the small end of the purse. 

J. W. McClelland’s Mille Fleurs raced Khlne- 
stoiie into defeat in the first race and drew awa.v 
to win easil.v at the end. Rhinestone liad good 
speed, but tired in the final sixteenth. Mollie 
Barnes closed a gap to finisli third. Samuel ivo.ss’ 
Parhelion, the favorite, ran far below etpiectatlons 
ami was never prominent. 

P. A. Herold's King's Belle was much the best 
in the second race, went to the front early and won 
as she pleased. I..Bdy Granite, next best, was 
easily second. Fading Star came from the rear 
to outstay Black Top for tiiird place. 

The mile race for maidens of all ages produced 
the poorest field of the day. K. Ross’ Tuscan 
Maiden was the l>est of the band and won by ten 
lengths from Sir Clarence and Bar C!oy. 

'riie fourth was any easy win for the Kilrane 
stables. Head Over Heels, which, after racing 
close up in tiie early running, took the lead in 

the stretcli and was never in danger thereafter. 

W. Fenwick’s Refugee won the seventh race with 
Pilsen second and Kingling II. third. Wilfreds 
made the early running, but tired badly after 

going three-quarters of the race. Morris, astride 
Refugee, took advantage of an opening near the 
finish and, heading for the inner rail, managed to 
get his mount in front in .the last few strides. 

E. Arlington’s Lord Herbert, the favorite, won 

the sixth race in a driving finisli from Alliert A., 
the pacemaker, with Summer Sigh third. The 

winner was close up all the wa.v and just got up 
in time to win by a he.id. Alliert A. made all the 
pace and oul.v tireil in the final strides. Summer 
Sigh was easily third.

Crimson Ram- 
bler being claimed by R. P. Shanner. Turf by J. Bar- 
roly.

The race tracks of .\merica have seen the last of Mr. W. R. Coe’s Cleopatra, a notable filly of Irish 
blood which has been a public favorite with reason among eastern lovers of the thoroughbreds for the 
two seasons she has performed before them.

In speaking of Cleo- 
patra, Mr. Coe .said: “I am going to retire Cleopatra to the stud, as I believe she has stood a cam- 
paigning which only a horse of iron could stand, after being shipped to Kentucky three times, to Sara- 
toga and Mao'land, besides racing often on the Metropolitan tracks. Then, too, there liave been many 
races she has lost whicli were due to had riding. One in particular was when she was lieaten by John 
P. Grier at .lamaica Just b«‘fore she was sliipiied to Igitonia to run in the (Miam|uonship Stakes. Cleo- 
]>atra is one of the best-bred, mares of pure Knglisii stiwk that we have in America, I ladieve. Her sire 
and dam are Ixith dead and I don’t want to take any chances of destroying her as a brood mare. I l»e- 
lleve she will make as good a matron as she did a racer.” During her racing career Cieopatra has run 
twenty six times aiul won eight races and $55.9.17, as is shown in the table lielow:

SAN FRANCISCO. Col., November 19. — Barns 
and stalls erected by the late W. O’Brien Mac- 
donough, cn a farm near Pleasanton have been 
brought back into use for thoroughbreds after a 
lapse of many years. Brood mares belonging to 
Major Sven Christenson seek the shelter of the 
structures on rainy days. Tlie matrons were 
mated last spring with the stallion IVar Shot and 
have the run of spacious paddocks adjoining the 
buildings. All of the ten or so mares appear to 
be safmy In foal. War Shot is a handsome brown, 
five years old, and of blood lines that promise 
success in the stud. He is by Mauvexin, a son of 
Rueil — Berenice. The dam is by St. Simonian II. 
— Isis, by Bend Or — Sliotover, by Hermit, a pedi- 
gree that fairly bristles with staying strains. St. 
Simonian II. blood is Just about the most popular 
in France nowadays. 

War Shot’s career was cut short liy a serious 
injury to an ankle For a time it seemed hopeless 
to save him, but patient care brought him round 
and he is as spry now as_ a two-year-old. He 
shows siieed in galloping about liis paddock and 
snorts and kicks out iiis heels as though he thor- 
oughly enjoys life. Next year’s foals will be Ills 
first. 

Over at tlie Pleasanton track is a well turned 
yearling colt, a chestnut in color, by the Poly- 
melus horse Honeywoo^. dam the Martinet mare 
Decency, one of the matrons at the Christenson 
place. The colt will be raced at Tijuana after 
the beginning of the .vear in the Meadowbrook 
stable colors. The little fellow is of the close 
cuiipleil type and looks as though he will come to 
hand early. He has not lieen asked to do much 
in the way of running, but has shown he has speed 
in plenty. The colt was sold recently by his 
breeder to the Meadowbrook Stable. The Honey - 
wood yearling and a yearling by Disguise — Las 
Flores, by Bearcatcher, have been in training a 
few weeks at Pleasanton, preimratory to being 
shipped to Tijuana, where they will be trained by 
George W. Berry, the vterean trainer, formerly 
connected with the A. B. Spreckels and George 
Wingfield establishments. 

Pepperwood, a well formed mare by the old Cali- 
fornia favorite, Eddie Jones, has bwn turned out 
with the other Christenson mares following the 
weaning of a promising colt sired by Honeywood.

Horses at Both Tracks. 



James Osborne to Do Starting at 
Jefferson Until Close of 
Bowie Meeting. 



Corcyra, Cleopatra’s sire, in his racing days as a two-year-old scored meritorious victories in the 
Rous Plate at Doncaster and Middle Park Plate at headquarters, beating Stornoway and Kennymore. 
As a three-year-old Corcyra won four out of six starts, numbering among his successes the Newmarket 
Stakes, Ascot Derby and Midsummer Stakes, Ascot; also finishing second, beating Black Jester for the 
Two Thousand. Corcyra was a brother to the fast Benevente, winner as a Juvenile of the Coventry 
Stakes and Middle Park Plate, and was by the champion English sire Polymelus, winner of a Cam- 
bridgeshire, Duke of York Stakes and Champion Stakes, and is the sire of the classic winners Black 
Jester, Fifinelli and Pommerii. Cyllene, sire of Polymelus, won the Ascot Gold Cup and was twice sold 
for upward of $100,000. All of you know all about Maid Marian, dam of Polymelus, and also dam of 
Marian Hood, whose yearling by Sunstar made $25,000 at the recent Saratoga sales, and whose daughter, 
Siinbonnet, won the Kentucky Oaks and Alabama Stakes only a couple of years ago. This also is the 
family of the Australian champion sire, Grafton, and of the defunct Sain. Corcyra was a member of 
the Old Bald Peg No. 6 family, so famous in the long ago as the family of Plenipotentiary, Diomed, 
Phantom, etc. St. Gatien’s sire. The Rover, is also a member, but for some time past in England it 
appeared as though the liglit of the No. 6 family was about to be extinguished; not so. however, in 
other parts of the world, for the $200.04X1 Botufogo’s sire, Old Man, is a member of this line, 
are the Frenchman, Beaurepalre and Beauminet, and Ogden still plays a strong hand in this country. 
Besides those good horses of recent years, Great Britain, Worth, Free Lance and Old Rosebud are all 
members of this family. 

Pearmain, Corcyra’s dam, is by that extra good brood mare sire. Persimmon. Cleopatra’s dam, 
GalUce. is a nine-year-old daughter of the splendid brood mare sire. Gallinule. His daughters never 
fall as producers, and the granddani. St. Cecilia, is by Rain’s sire. 8t. Serf, son of St. Simon, and whose 
I dam, Feronia, is by the great brood mare sire, Derby winner and Herod horse, Thormanby. Tlie more 
I you have of this Thormanby strain the lietter, and so runs the pedigree to Melody, dam of the One 
I Thousand Guineas winner, Winifreda. Meloily is by Tynedale, son of Warlock, by Birdcatcher — Glee, 
by Adventurer. A good producing line, surely, and what a splendid mate is Cleopatra for some Herod 
or Mutchein sire, for in the blood of both she is slightly deficient.’ 



TRAINER VESTAL TO HAVE BIG STABLE 



NEW ORLEANS. lai., November 19. — Trainer 
R. N. (Dick) Vestal will have one of the largest 
stables at the Fair Grounds during the coming 
winter. He brought ten horses here from Ken- 
tucky belonging to G. L. Blackford of Texas, . In- 
cluding Muskallonge and Trust Official, two of the 
fastest two-year-olds on the Kentucky circuit dur- 
ing the past autumn season. He is awaiting a 
shipment of thirty-one yearlings from bis employer’s 
farm, and he expects them to reach here within a 
few days. Many of them are the get of Meelick, 
Which has sent many winners to the races lately.

NEW ORLEANS, La., November 19. — Ideal 
weather conditions previiileil here again today, and 
as a result more horses were out at Jefferson Park 
and the Fair tTroiinil.s than any time since the rac- 
ing season eiideil liere last March. The two tracks 
were still a hit soft and they had no chance to 
improve until late in the forenoon, due to a heavy 
fog which hung over this se<*tion. The fog was so 
dense tliat the exercising of the borse.s had to be 
|M>st|M)iied several hours. 

With the opening of the Jefferson Park meeting 
only six ilays away, the thorougbhreils here are in 
MS goiMl cuiiditioii as possible, practically all of them 
having come from Kentucky anil Maryland, where 
they have been in training for months. Little in 
the way of fast trulls iias been iKissible since their 
arrival in New Orleans, due to last Monday’s rain, 
but the trainers will liegin to set them down for 
real speed from now on. Never before did horses 
ship in as excellent health from the North and 
East ns this year. Reports of sick horses are few 
and far between, and what few that have been 
heard are mostly minor ailments. Tlie yearlings, 
for wlilcli the prospects are promising becnu.se of 
the large number of well-hred ones here, shipped 
esiiecially well and all are training In satisfactory 
manner. 

Aiiiioiiiicemcnt lias been made by the Jefferson 
Park management that James Osborne, assistant 
to starter A. B. Dade, will send the fields away at 
the Shrewsbury course on the first six days of the 
meeting while Edward Tribe, the appointed starter, 
1 r finishing un the Bowie season. On December 1 
Osborne and Will Hamilton, another of Dade’s as- 
sistants. will begin the task of schooling the 
yearlings at the barrier for the two-year-old races, 
which will be inaugurated on New Year’s day at 
the Fair Grounds. 

Many of the larger racing establishments will 
retain their stables at the Fair Grounds while the 
Jefferson Park racing is on, while others will be 
split into two divisions, one going to the Shrews- 
bury track. The yearlings will all remain at the 
old course until .leffersou’s second meeting begins. 

Despite the fact that quite a few stables which 
raced here last year have switched to Havana this 
year, there will be as many horses here as ever, 
every stall at hoth tracks being spoken for. There 
will la* many iicwcoiners among the horsemen here 
this winter, and tliey will more than make up for 
those who shipped to Cuba. John Care.v, who serves 
as paddock Judge at both tracks, and who. with 
Julius Reeder, is assigning the stalls at Jefferson 
Park, said this morning that every available bit of 
stable room at that track was reserved a month 
ago. Most of the stables that will ship to Jefferson 
Park are now racing at Bowie. 

DADE RE&E ON DECEMBER 5. 

Starter Dade will arrive here on December 6, and 
will put In a couple of weeks bunting and fishing, 
preparatory to taking up his duties at the Fair 
Grounds. 

Racing secretary J B. Campbell is on a bunting 
and fishing trip now. He will return tomorrow and 
on Monday will open his office at Jefferson Park 
for the registration of' horses for the coming meet- 
ing. 

M. N. Macfarlan, who will serve in the stewards’ 
stand with Ed Smith, is an arrival from Ken- 
tucky. 

The stable of Gruber & Borgman, comprising five 
horses, in charge of trainer G. M. Johnson, came 
in from Louisville. Another racing establishment 
to take quarters, at the Fair Grounds was that 
of W. Shea. There are eight yearlings in this 
outfit. 

A special train from Maryland is due shortly with 
the horses of James Arthur, J. R. Skinker, J. W. 
Bean, M. Murphy, J. Farrell, R. A. Smith, J. B. 
Dunn, Sam Louis, A. Bill, Edward Arlington and 
J. Doyle. 

Another siiecial from Kentucky is coming with 
the thoroughbreds of S. M. Henderson, Howard 
Dots, J. C. Ferriss, J. H. Baker and R. L. Baker. 

The express horse car shortage has been relieved 
to some extent, but there are not enough cars to 
go around as yet. 

Jockey Newton Barrett is the latest addition to 
the riding ranks here. Jockey Russell McDermott 
left for Havana last night. He will ride for 
W. F. Knebeikamp at Oriental Park. 

Jockey W. Jarrell, who is spending a vacation 
visiting his mother in this city, will go to Havana 
tomorrow to reiiort to O. L. Foster, his contract 
emnloyer. 

..additions to the Jockey colony here include Frank 
Coltiletti, Danny Connelly and Tommy Murray. 
Coltlletti will ride for S. A. Clopton, Connelly as a 
free lance and Murray for Lloyd Gentry. This Is 
Murray’s first trip here, he having ridden in Cuba 
in previous winters.

MELBOURNE CUP HISTORY ENGLISH RACING STATISTICS 

Great Australian Race Won by the Greatest Sir Robert Jardine, Cinna, Polymelus, A. Taylor 
Horses in the Colonies. and Donoghue Lead. 



Poitrel, whlcli won this year’s great Australian 
race, tlie Melbonrae Cup. at two miles, under 140 
pounds in .3:2544, rwalls Carbine's greatness. 
Poitrel’s time lias never been beaten but once, and 
that was last ye.nr, when Artilleryman won in 
3:24^!, and. before that, it had only lieen equaled 
once, which strangely enough happened in the 
preceding year when Night Watch, wliich. like 
I’oitrel, is a sou of St. Alwyne, won in exactl.v the 
same time as that of this year’s race, but he was a 
five-year-old carrying onl.v 93 laninds. Poitrel is 
six years old and his performance has onl.v been sur- 
passed twice as regards weight. The first time 
was in 1862, when Aralier carried 142 pounds, but 
he took 3:47 to cover the distance. Tlie record as 
regards weight was achieved by Carbine in 1890, 
when he won easily with 145 pounds in the saddle 
in 3:28*4. The greatest three-.vear-old performance 
ill the history of the Melbourne Cup was tliat of 
Aiiriim, which run a close third to tlie old liorses 
Gaulus and Tlie Grafter in 1897, carr.viiig 118 
lioiinds. whicli means that he was handicapped four- 
teen pounds above the standard weight of a Derby 
winner and that, it must he remembered, is in 
the spring of the Australian season. 

Poitrel is a beaiitlfull.v bred horse and a notable 
winner in Australia.

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ABOUT NEW ORLEANS RACING 



Politics and Factions Over Fair Grounds Con* 
trol — Governor Parker’s Attitude. 



NEW ORLEANS, La., November 19. — The racing 
•ituatlon here is in a tangle. Despite the declara- 
tion of the incoming mayor and city commission- 
ers that the men at present in control of the 
Fair Grounds must get out, only one of the board 
of directors has resigned. He is Frank St. John, 
who did not approve of the selection of E. C 
Smith to succe^ Josepli A. Murphy as presiding 
Judge of the Fair Grounds meeting. President B. 
C. McClellan proposed to ask Governor Parker to 
appoint men to operate the meeting. This idea 
is ridiculed as seeking to place the governor in a 
false position. He has never expressed a desire 
to name any officers of racing or to have anything 
to do with the sport. He luia simply said he in- 
tended to see tliat racing was proi»erly conducted 
and that there were no violations of tlie law. 

Governor Parker said at Baton Rouge a day or 
two ago: 

“1 haven’t been to a race track in many years. 
But the people are entitled to a sjtort that is 
clean and law-abiding. 1 will make it my busi- 
ness to see tliat in and about New Orleans this 
sport is clean and law-abiding. By the authority 
vested in me I promise that. 

"The game must be cleaned up.” 

There is here a strong undercurrent of dissatis- 
faction among shareholders at tlie ousting of Judge 
Josepli A. Murphy and the apparent unwillingness 
of certain imlitical elements to relinquish control 

In a recent statement president McClellan said 
he intended to see tlie sport was conducted on a 
liigli plane. 

I-’nder the present betting laws, racing is oper- 
ated under a clumsy system, if the law is obeyed 
to tlie letter. This clumsy system cannot be done 
away witli unless the law is violated. And Gov- 
ernor Parker has made it clear he will stand for 
no law violation. 

There will be racing here. That is certain. It 
is neccessary for the winter health of New Orleans 
business. It means millions to that business. Gov- 
ernor Parker wants racing, but lie doesn’t like the 
politicians who pull it about under the surface. 
The.v are not of his kind. There is some strong 
purifying and iteaceful work being done out of 
sight, and tlie situation will clear up in a few 
days. 

In the meantime the quarrel about control is not 
keeping tlie liorses or horsemen away. Both are 
■ iHimiiig ill every' day, and there will be more than 
the usual crowd here before December 1. 



SOME OLD HORSE HISTORY 



How St. Gatien Happened to Come to America 
Via Germany. 



"I read in a contemporary that when the late 
Mr. John Hammond sold 8t. Gatien for $ti0,00U, tlie 
purchaser was ‘well in on the transaction,’ but this 
is a mistake, for 8t, Gatien, tliough he sired Med- 
dler in England, diil little good at Graditz Stud, 
for which the lute Count I.ehndorff purchased liim,” 
writes S|iecial Commissioner Allison in the London 
Sportsman. "He stood tliere for several years and 
finally, when I had control of Carnage (three-parts 
brother to Carbine), and Count Ijehiidorff made over- 
tures to buy tliat horse. 1 asked him (50,4)00. He 
came over with his son and, having most thor- 
oughly examiiieil and tested Carnage, lie finally 
offered $37,.'i00 cash and St. tlatieu for him. Tills 
I accepted and, in due course, St. Gatien returnwl 
to England and was at the Cobliam Stud for sev- 
eral months, but not in the season. Later on came 
a chance to realize <m Ht. Gatien, for his son. 
Meddler, was going to be offered liy auction in the 
I'niteil States and 1 cabled tlie lute Mr. William 
Hastoii, who was an unrivaled auctioneer, asking 
him to offer St. Gatien himself ns soon as Meddler 
liad Im‘cii disposed of, though it was fur too late to 
have the old liorse tlfen* on view. He at once 
ugre«‘d, and I got tlie late Sir Henry Simpson (vet- 
erinary surgeon by appointment to Queen Victoria) 
to examine St. Gatien and certify as to his sound- 
ness and well-being. This, witii Sir Henry’s royal 
credential, was cabled over and Mr. Easton sold 
St. Gatien (in his absence) by auction for tlie 
<*quivalent of 1,500 guineas, the late Mr. J*. B. 
Haggin being the Imyer. 'J'hat was, I think, the 
last sale of this famous horse. He reached America 
all riglit, and stood for some years at the Rancho 
del Paso 8tud, flaliforiiiu, where he got a few 
decent winners, but nothing phenomenal. It is clear 
from the above that the original purchaser of him 
at fCO.OOOiwas far from ‘well in on the transaction,’ 
and the $7,.*i00 which he eventually made left the 
price of ('arnage at $45,000. Even so, ill luck pur- 
Kuetl Count I>>hndorff, for Carnage, though a much 
lietter looking horse than Carbine, and himself a 
winner of the Australian Derby, never got any stock 
in Germany worth mentioning. 

"In recording the above events I find it sad to 
realise that iJractlcally all the parties but myself 
are dead, though I suppose 1 ought to be thankful 
that I am not. Not only has Mr. J. B. Haggin 
gone, but also his mauager, John Mackey, who 
used to be so well known at Newmarket sales — 
csiMiciuIly when they sent many yearlings to Eng- 
land. John Mackey, whose gold teeth must remain 
in the memory of most who saw him, was a strange 
cliaracter, but he thorouglily knew his business in 
connection with bloiKlstock. It was lie who bouglit 
Star Ruby from the I>ukc of Westminster, and 
Dleudonne from the Duke of Devonshire.” 



HUNTING, FISHING AND SPORT. 



Mongoliun pheasants are reported very plentiful 
this season in the vicinity of HoimI River, Ore. 

Quails are plentiful in Texas, there being more 
there than in years and shooting should be good 
when the season opens December 1. 

County Treasurer O. C. Bisliop of Harrisburg, 
Pa., so far this year, has issued 8,924 licenses. 
This exceeds by about 1,000 the number issued 
at this time last year. 

Ten sportsmen of Harrisburg, Pa., went to 
Maine a few weeks ago for a deer hunt and when 
they returned home they had nine deer as evidence 
of their good marksmanship. 

Not since 1908 have partridges (ruffed grouse) 
and fox squirrels been as plentiful — so it is claimed 
by siKirtsmen — in Newago and Lake counties, Mich- 
igan, as they are this season. 

It is unlawful in Oregon to hunt for or have in 
possession mountain sheep, goat, antelope, elk, 
moose, caribou, female deer or spotted fawn, except 
for scientific or breeding purposes, according to 
a legal opinion given by 1. H..Van 'VViukle, assist- 
ant attorney-general. 

There is a duck hunter in Minneapolis. Minn., 
wiio claims that he can fool and call to him the 
wisest old drake that ever flew over a marsh. On 
tile how of Ids diick-sliooting craft he has installed 
a |>honograph and it "q-iacks” so perfectly that no 
old drake will pass by it. 

Seven hunters, each with a big elk, returned 
to Wolf t'reek, Montana, recently from an expedi- 
tion into the Ford Creek district, alsive Augusta. 
a<‘<‘nrding to superintendent Fred Wear of the Great 
Northern. The elk were splendid specimens of the 
antlered tribe and attracted not a little attention.

WOODCOCK’S ENDURANCE RUN 



Rode 2,900 Miles in Twenty-Nine Days on 
Fourteen Horses. 

In these days of endurance test races and the 
discussion of the rules to govern them in future, 
it may be well to print the story of an endiirani-e 
race run in England in which a John Woodcock 
rode 100 miles a day for twenty-nine consecutive 
da3's. Ill a rare old volume of "Horse Racing,” 
compiled by Richard Heber, and published by 
Samuel tMiaiidler at Holbom Bars, Ixmdon, in 1764, 
the following dewriptlon of the match is given. 

“The match was made in 1761, lietween Mr. 
Shnfto and Mr. Meyney for $10,000; Mr. Sliafto to 
get a person to ride 100 mlies a day on any one 
horse for twenty-nine days together; to have any 
uiimlier of horses not exceeding twenty-nine.” 

Mr. liVoiMlcis'k started on May 4, 1761, at 1 

o’clock in the morning and finished on the first 
of June, at alMiit 6 o’clock in the evening. Tlie

wliich lie did, and finished it about 11 o’clock at 
night, whicli was the latest hour during the whole 
performance. He rode 160 miles that day. The 
course he took was from Hare Park to the Ditch, 
which made three miles; thence went a three mile 
course, around the flat on that side of the Ditch 
next to Newmarket. There were iiosts and lumps 
fixed around his course, he choosing to ride early 
to avoid the heat of tlie day.”
